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Fremont town historian dies

FREMONT — T.R. Hagerty 
had a relationship with his 
grandfather, Roy Crandall, that 
he felt was rare and special. 

“Not too many people can 
say they were best friends with 
their grandparents,” T.R. said 
with a smile in his voice. “My 
grandpa and I were good 
buddies. I was very fortunate.” 

Roy died Dec. 13 after 
taking a fall at home, which 
doctors said could have led him 
to suffer a stroke, according to 
T.R. He was 87. 

In addition to being a 
longtime town historian for 
Fremont, where he was born on 
Nov. 26, 1918, and where he 
lived his entire life, Crandall 
was the owner: of two 
businesses. in Fremont — 
Crandall Hardware from 1966- 


85 and Patchwork & Sparkle 
Ceramics from 1985-2005. For 
many years, he was the 
cemetery 
sexton _at 
Fremont 
Cemetery. 

“He knew 
a lot about 
what was 
going on in 
Fremont,” 
T.R. said. “It 
was really 
neat to talk 
to him when 
he was in his prime. He walked 
all the time. When the weather 
was nice, he would walk 
uptown two or three times a 
day.” 

Roy was active in the 
Masons, and several years ago 
earned 33rd degree status. He 
was a member of the 33rd

Degree Association and the 
Royal Order of Scotland, as 
well as Fremont American 
Legion Cassel Post No. 257; 
Northeastern Lodge No. 210 
of the Free and Accepted 
Masons, Fremont; Order of 
the Eastern Star No. 229, 
Ashley; Valley of Fort Wayne 
Scottish Rite; Mizpah Shrine 
Club, Fort Wayne; Pokagon 
Shrine Club, Angola; and 
Angola York Rite. He was a 
past Worthy Patron of the 
Order of the Eastern Star No. 
366 in Fremont. 

“He really took pride in the 
Masons,” T.R. said. “That was 
his pride and joy.” 

Roy was highly 
independent. He was driving 
right up until the day before he 
died, and worked at Patchwork 
& Sparkle until several weeks 
ago. 


“He did his own thing,” T.R. 
said. “He was able to live at 
home. That was one thing we 
were thankful for and he was 
thankful for.” 

T.R., his wife, Jennifer, and 
their daughter, almost 3-year- 
old Hannah, lived next door to 
Roy. T.R. said that helped 
Hannah and her great-grandfa- 
ther forge a special bond, 
although Hannah is very young. 

“She saw him all the time, 
and she really misses him,” T.R. 
said. “We saw him four or five 
times a day.” 

'T.R. said losing his grandfa- 
ther has been hard, and he and 
his family are continuing to go 
through the grieving process 
together. 

“You miss the weird things,” 
he said. “The phone calls, him 
driving past, him dropping in to 
check up on you.”

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David Shirk was ‘kindness on parade’

KENDALLVILLE 
David Winn Shirk was 
eulogized Saturday morning 
as a man of service to his 
country, his family and his 
community. 

Mr. Shirk, 84, was buried 
Saturday at Lake View 
Cemetery. He was returned to 
the community he loved and 
called home after living the 
last few years in Wisconsin 
with his son, Roger, and 
family. 

He came to Kendallville to 
work at McCray Refrigeration 
after graduating from Purdue 
University with a degree in 
mechanical engineering. He 
had interrupted his college 
education to enlist in the Army 
in 1942, and served his 
country at Normandy and in 
northern France, the Ardennes, 
Rhineland and Central Europe. 

Pastor James Toole of the 
Faith United Methodist 
Church noted Mr. Shirk’s life 
was all about service. After 
serving his country, he served 
his family, his church and his 
community. 

“It was the way he lived out 
his faith, 24-7,’ Toole said, 


“using the skills God had 
given him.” 

His skills were wide- 
ranging, but for the most part 
involved 
refrigera- 
tion, air 
conditioning 
and heating. 
He was 
partner in 
King- 
Weyler 
Equipment, 
a refrigera- 
tion and 
heating wholesaler in Fort 
Wayne, after McCray went out 
of business. Prior to that, he 
built and owned The 
Washateria on East Wayne 
Street, one of the first coin- 
operated laundries in Kendall- 
ville. 

Ora Gisel, who owned a 
heating and sheet metal 
business for many years, knew 
Mr. Shirk from their shared 
Sunday school class at the old 
First Evangelical United 
Brethren Church on Mitchell 
Street. He got to know Mr. 
Shirk professionally and 
became a close friend at the 
time the Washateria was 
constructed, Gisel recalled. 


Shirk 
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“I supplied him with some 
venting material and roof caps 
for the dryers,’ Gisel said. 
Later, when Gisel got involved 
in air conditioning, Shirk 
offered his services to solder, 
pump and fill air conditioning 
systems. It saved Gisel a big 
investment in materials and 
equipment, and cemented their 


relationship. 
At his church, now the 
Faith United Methodist 


Church, Mr. Shirk served in 
many capacities, from Sunday 
school superintendent to 
trustee. He was an honorary 
trustee at the time of his death 
Jan. 14, his pastor pointed out. 

Mr. Shirk was, however, 
best known for his ability to 
keep a complex and cantan- 
kerous boiler and heating 
system operating at the 
church, and helping members 
of church families with broken 
air conditioners, refrigerators, 
or even lawn mowers. 

Not long before becoming 
disabled with Alzheimer’s, Mr. 
Shirk took it upon himself to 
fix a window air conditioner in 
the nursery of the church. 

“T asked Dave how it went,” 
Toole related to the congrega- 
tion attending the Saturday 


funeral. “He told me, “Oh, just 
fine’ but then apologized for 
dropping the unit on his foot,” 
Toole said. “He said he was 
just fine, but had to get it out 
of the window to fix it. 

“Planned obsolescence was 
not a part of Dave’s vocabu- 
lary,’ Toole continued. “He 
could fix whatever you had to 
be fixed.” 

Toole said the best way for 
the congregation to honor Mr. 
Shirk’s memory was to “Ask 
yourself how you are helping 
other people, and to remember 
him for always being here. 
Whenever the church doors 
opened, you could count on 
Dave to be here.” 

Mr. Shirk’s generation, 
Toole said, “Is called the 
greatest generation for good 
reason. His generation was 
accountable in a world that has 
become largely unaccount- 
able.” 

Mr. Shirk’s sister, Mary 
Bevan of Cuyahoga Falls, 
Ohio, read a poem written by 
her son, who recalled his 
Uncle Dave from summer 


nights spent catching 
lightening bugs. 
“He was kindness on 


parade,” she read.

ANGOLA — Diane Miller 
said her father, Everett Pardue, 
is the reason she’s still alive 
today. 

“What a man,” she said, her 
voice shaking. “He was the 
best dad a person could ask 
for. He was always there for 
me ... I had a bout of depres- 
sion after I lost my mom, and 
if it weren’t for him, } don't 
think I'd be here.” 

Everett died on Jan. 7 after 
being diagnosed with cancer 
this past October. He was 76. 

Everett was born in 
Montpelier, Ind., on June 17, 
1929. He lived in Indiana most 
of his life, moving to Florida 
in 2002. He was married to 
Norma, the mother of his 
children — Carol, her sister 
Connie and her two brothers, 
Ricky and Bruce — for 50 
years.

Everett finally did call 
Carol, and the two met for 
dinner at a Cracker Barrel 
restaurant in 2001. 

“Dad said when he saw her 
get out of her car and walk 
across the parking lot, he said 
to himself, ‘Oh, 1 hope that’s 
her” He just thought she was 
such a pretty lady.” 

The rest, Diane said, was 
history. 

“When Mom died, I was 
just so doggone worried,” she 
said. “Then Carol came along, 
and he loved her so much.” 

Everett worked for two 
parks in Steuben County — 
Pokagon State Park on Lake 
James, where he was superin- 
tendent for four years, and the 
Steuben County 4-H Park on 
Crooked Lake, where be was 
purveyor for 17 years. He had 
also worked for the Indiana 
Department of Transportation 
for 27 years. 

“He really gave his heart 
and soul to the community” 
Diane said. “He was really in 
his clement when he was at the 
parks. He loved working 
outdoors and he loved being 
with people.

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David Wible lived adventurous life

KENDALLVILLE 
David Wible always was 
adventurous, according to his 
wife of nearly 62 years, Gene. 

Mr. Wible, 85, died Jan. 18, 
2006, at the home he and Gene 
shared on Kendallville’s east 
side. 

“When he was only 4 years 
old, he climbed the windmill 
on the family farm,“ his wife 
said. “He told me he was glad 
his dad came up and got him. 
His parents were afraid the 
spinning windmill would 
knock him off!” 

When Mr. Wible was 6, he 
was operating a tractor on the 
family farm, northwest of 
Blackman Lake near South 
Milford. 

“He was too short to reach 
the foot pedals, so.-his father 
would get the tractor and plow 
going, and then jump off. Dave 
would plow until his father 
came to get him and jump back 
on and stop it,” she laughed. 

His father, Arthur, raised 
onions and potatoes. Mr. Wible 
developed strong arms and 
shoulders on his 5-foot, 9-inch 


frame lifting 60-pound crates of - 


vegetables. He could lift five at 
a time, Mrs. Wible said. 

Unable to sell onions for 
more than 50 cents a crate, Mr. 
Wible looked for ways to make 
some money to help his parents. 
Through Art Bassett, a family 
friend, he was allowed to quit 
school and join brothers Les 
and Buddy Whitson and their 
acrobatic troupe. 

“He was a bottom man,“ 
Mrs. Wible explained. He threw 
the Whitsons and other troupe 
members as they somersaulted 
through the air. He traveled the 
country performing with ‘the 
troupe, once sperding three 
months at the Empire Room in 
Chicago and then two months at 
the Roosevelt Hotel in New 
Orleans. 

When the Whitsons cut the

Wible recalled, Mr. Wible 
returned to Kendallville High 
School. He was nearing gradua- 
tion in 1941 when he again was 
asked to join the troupe.

Mrs. Wible was introduced

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1,500 miles from Texas to the 
family home. They would have 
a life together in which they did 
everything together, she said, 
except fishing; 

“Dave loved to fish, and I 


did fish with him some, but not’ 


very often,“ she laughed. “He 
would say, ‘Oh, let’s just go 
out for an hour,’ and we would 
be gone for six hours,“ she 
said. “I didn’t care for that so 
much. ‘ 

“He always said he wanted 
me with him, and we always 
worked together,“ she 
continued, The exception was a 
few short years after Mr. Wible 
retired from the LaGrange 
County Highway Department, 
and she continued to work at 
Peoples Federal Savings Bank 
in LaGrange. 

Together they operated 
Wible’s Department Store in 
Wolcottville from 1948 to 
1977. The, store “had.a little bit 
of everything and on Saturday 
nights during the first 10 or so 
years, the store stayed open 
until the movie theater located 
behind the store emptied at 11 
p.m. ‘ 


_Mrs. Wible said people 
would come in after the show 
and visit, and in the summer, 
when it was hot, a whole group 
of people would go to the 
Atwood Lake beach for 2 swim. 

“Dave always liked a good . 
laugh, and he loved people,“ 
Mrs. Wible said. “He never saw 
astranger.© 

Mrs., Wible said they never 
had children of their own, but 
children were attracted to her 
husband, especially nieces and 
nephews and later, their 


. children. 


“We were best friends, and 
he always made my life 
interesting, she said of her 
husband, “We laughed a lot.“ 

Mrs. Wible said her husband 
remained active in retirement. 
and liked to be busy. She said 
her husband loved to drive. and 
they took drives nearly every 
day. Often they drove by the old 
family farm. which she said is 
now a “buffalo ranch.

KENDALLVILLE — With 
all that he did for his family 
and his community, Lee 
Sparkman Sr. remained a very 
humble man. 

Friends remembering Mr. 
Sparkman, who died on 
Valentine’s Day, share 
memories about his dedication 
to whatever it was that he was 
doing, and his devotion to his 
family. 

Mr. Sparkman, 73, was a 
native of Kentucky, and with 
his late wife, Zella, raised six 
sons. He came to Kendallville 
in 1950 and completed 43 
years of work at Newnam 
Foundry. 

Many learned to know Mr. 
Sparkman as a part-time 
police officer. He worked in 
Avilla, Rome City and 
Kendallville and was active in 
the Civil Defense. 

In 1974, he was one of the 
first emergency medical 
technicians who took over 
April 1 of that year providing 
emergency medical service to 
county residents. Up to that 
time, the service was provided 
by area funeral homes. 

“He was so dedicated to his 
community and to his family,” 
said Jim Dazey of Kendall- 
ville. In recent years, 
following the death of 
Sparkman’s wife in 1999, 
Dazey said, “I had coffee with 
him every Sunday morning at 
the Breakfast House. He was 
an honest man.” 

Mr. Sparkman also started a 
security business and was a 
justice of the peace for Wayne 
Township. He ran for sheriff 
on the Republican ticket in 
1974 but was defeated by 
Democrat John W. Stoner. 
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Lee Sparkman Sr. was 
proud of his trophy wild 
boar, shot on a hunting trip 
to Tennessee in the late 
1980s. In addition to 
hunting, Mr. Sparkman was 
knowledgeable about all 
kinds of handguns. During 
his career he was a police 
officer and a candidate for 
Noble County Sheriff, an 
emergency medical 
technican and owner of a 
security company. 


Four days after the 
Emergency Medical Service 
began in 1974, tornados 
ripped across Noble County, 


from Ligonier to South 
Milford and Stroh in 
LaGrange County. 


Hearing of the disaster, Mr. 
Sparkman and his teenage 
son, Lee Jr., headed for A-1 
Production on Leighty Road 
north of Kendallville, which 
had been leveled by the 
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twister with 16 employees at 
work at their machines. 
According to news reports 
that followed, Mr. Sparkman 
and his son had to walk three- 
fourths of a mile across a 
muddy field to reach the 
factory, carrying medical 
supplies and oxygen with 
them. 

Lee Jr. would follow in his 
father’s footsteps to later join 
the emergency medical 
service. His career was cut 
short by a fatal traffic accident, 
however. Another son, James 
Vernon, also preceded Mr. 
Sparkman in death. 

Mitch Fiandt, the Noble 
County 911 director, consid- 
ered Mr. Sparkman his mentor. 

“I knew him for all of the 
35 years or better I have been 
involved in public safety,” 
Fiandt said. “I was in high 
school living in Rome City 
when he was a part-time police 
officer there. 

“He was one of the fairest 
people I have ever known, and 
no matter if it was in law 
enforcement or emergency 
medical services, he was a 
teacher,” he said. 

Fiandt said a lot of the 
training EMTs __ received 
starting in 1974 came from 
doctors, and Mr. Sparkman 
had the ability to bring compli- 
cated subjects “down to every 
man’s level — to explain it in 
layman’s terms,” he said. 

“He taught a lot-of people 
— a lot who are good because 
of his learning philosophy,” he 
continued. “His son, Lee Jr., 
was one of the best paramedics 
I have ever known, and he 
learned from his dad.” 

Before retiring from the 
EMS in 2000, Mr. Sparkman 
devoted himself to the non- 
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emergency transport unit. 

“He liked that a lot,” Fiandt 
said. “He had a very caring 
attitude for those people and 
the ability to talk with them. 
He knew what they were 
going through, 

“IT couldn’t have found a 
better mentor,” Fiandt said. 
“He taught me that I should 
never let things bother me, 
and if it does, I should talk it 
through with someone. A lot 
of us (in the EMS) were able 
to help Lee do just that, when 
he went through the loss of his 
son.” 

Former Kendallville Police 
officer Mick Newton, now 
director of Noble County 
Emergency Preparedness, said 
Mr. Sparkman “put his whole 
heart into whatever it was he 
was doing. He had the idea he 
had to do everything right, 
never halfway,” Newton said. 

“He brought so much to 
this community, but he also 
was a very dedicated family 
man. You could always count 
on Lee, no matter what,” he 
said. 

Mr. Sparkman found the 
time to work part-time, too, at 
Berhalter-Hutchins Funeral 
Home for the past 10 years. 
The funeral home was where a 
very large number of friends 
and family paid their respects 
before Mr. Sparkman’s 
funeral Feb. 18 at Little 
Flossie Old Regular Baptist 
Church. 

“He was never one to want 
any glory,” said Kathy Young 
of Berhalter-Hutchins. “He 
was a very humble man who 
would do anything and 
everything he was asked to do. 
With the rest of the 
community, we are going to 
miss him.”

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Ned Stump leaves rich legacy

LAGRANGE “The 
General has fallen; finally a 
battle that he was not to win, 
however medals of Honor still 
await him for his tour of duty, 
his fight for good. The General 
is no longer fighting for now 
he rests.” 

That’s how Ned Stump’s 
grandson, Ben Leu, begins a 
poem that he wrote for his 
grandfather. He said the poem 
was written because of a 
statement made by his 
grandfather in description of 
his nine grandchildren. 

“He was lying in bed at the 


TU Medical Center and was- 


referring to a picture of his 
grandchildren. He described 
them as his ‘little soldiers,” 
said Leu. 

The General has fallen but 
his dedication to teaching, his 
motivation to lead, and his 

‘love for philanthropy will be 
an example for generations to 
come. . 

Ned H. Stump, who died 
Tuesday, Feb. 28, 2006, at the 
age of 67 after a battle with 
cancer, will never be forgotten. 

“The General has fallen; 

But the soldiers know what to 
do all due to the training the 
General gave. The fight will 
continue, for what is just and 
good. But the General is no 
longer fighting for now he 
rests,” continues Leu’s poem. 

“Dad trained us to be the 
best people that we can be,” 
said Becky Younce, one of 
Stump’s six children. “He had 
very high expectations for us.” 

But Stump’s training went 

beyond his household into the 
LaGrange and Steuben 
community, especially the 
Prairie Heights School Corp. 
He dedicated 37 years of his 
life to teaching and retired in 
2000. 


Stump’s dedication as a 
teacher can be told by the 
numerous awards he received, 
including the state Environ- 
mental Conservation Educa- 
tion Teacher of the Year Award 
in 1975, state Environmental 
Conservation Teacher of the 
Year Award in 1983, state 
Vocational Teacher of the Year 
in 1986, Proven Site Teacher 


of Teachers Award in 1986 and. 


the Prairie Heights Teacher of 
the Year Award in 1997. 

Younce, who ‘calls her 
father “The Mighty Oak” 
because she knew that she 
could always run to him for 
shelter from a storm or to see 
things more clearly, recalls in 
a letter written to her father 
before he died what she 
learned as a student in his 
forestry class. 

“You taught us the first and 
most important step of 
planting a tree was to select 
the right location,” says the 
letter. “I realize now as I look 
back that God planted you in 
the perfect spot. You were not 
in the forest amongst the trees 
but planted out in the open. 
You taught me that when trees 
are planted close together they 
grow tall but they don’t branch 
out as much. God didn’t intend 
for you to be the tallest tree, 
but he did make you into a 
‘perfect’ wolf tree. You 
branched out in so many 
directions. You stretched to 
help everyone and everything 
around you. You probably 
never received the accolades 
for being the ‘tallest’ tree, but 
your base broadened and the 
people that you taught, 
mentored and discipled grew 
and we all knew that we were 
a part of something special.” 

Younce said that she also 
learned from her father’s 
teachings that things are to be 
done because they make you 
feel good and not because you 
want the recognition. 

“The other thing that I 
learned in forestry class was 
that a tree needs water to 
grow.” said Younce in the letter 
to her father. “You were not a 
tree that needed someone 
coming along ‘sprinkling’ you 
with praise to help you grow. 
You sent your roots deep and 
drew your water from God’s 
well. Those roots helped 
establish our whole family and 
make us strong through many 
storms ...” 

Younce ends her letter to 
her father with words that 
express Stump’s Success as an 
educator. 

“Always know that I will 
remember and try to follow 
these lessons that you taught 
me so long ago in your class. 
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Ned Stump, a teacher at Prairie Heights School Corp. for 

37 years, as well as a motivated leader, philanthropist and 

an exceptional father and grandfather, died Feb. 28 after a 
a 


long battle with cancer. 


Your branches will always be a 
part of me and this entire 
community,” says the letter. 
“The General has fallen: A 
daunting task it will be to 
promote within. What shoes to 
fill, what a legacy to follow. 
But the soldiers will fight on, 


for the common goal even . 


though the General is no 
longer fighting for now he 
rests,” continues Leu’s poem. 

Stump’s shoes took him 
through years of teaching at 
Prairie Heights schools and 
years of volunteer work in 4-H, 
at the LaGrange County 
Community Foundation, Stroh 
Lions Club, LaGrange County 
Red Cross, LaGrange County 
Farm Bureau, and- in many, 
many other organizations as a 
board member. 

John Emerson, educator at 
the LaGrange County Purdue 
Extension Office, recalls how 
Stump was a perfect example 
of the many things one person 
can accomplish. 

“He was a great teacher and 
set up great teaching examples 
for all teachers across the 
state, he was involved in 4-H 
for many years and was: very 
involved with the youth and 
with many other organizations 
in the area,” said Emerson. 

And his legacy. Emerson 
said, is in the young leaders he 
left behind, all those students 
that he taught during his 37 
years of teaching. 


- “The General has fallen, A 
giant of a man, the kind of 
legend. Blue eyes that always 
knew more than = you. 
Enormous hands, twisted by . 
years of work that could grip 
an implement with such force 
and yet, instill calm.” 
continues Leu’s poem. 

Those blue eyes allowed 
him to see the possibilities for 
community growth that 
affected family and children, 
according to LaGrange 
County Circuit Court Judge J. 
Scott VanDerbeck. 

“He was a visionary that 
saw possibilities that others 
didn’t,” said VanDerbeck, who 
had the privilege of working 
with Stump on the committee 
of the Youth Asset Council, a 
creation of Stump’s. 

“The General has fallen; 
But will always remain in the 
soldiers. “His little soldiers’ 
who keep fighting strong. The 
fight of love, hope and faith. 
For the General is no longer 
fighting for now he rests,” 
concludes Leu’s poem. 

For now Stump will rest, 
but every summer during the 
LaGrange County 4-H Fair 
his spirit will return to the 
Little Red Barn where he will 
take a seat at one of the 
benches he built, enjoy an ice 
cream cone, look upon his 
little soldiers with his 
twinkling blue eyes and’ lead 
them to victory.

KENDALLVILLE 
Outwardly, Ora Gisel never 
thought of himself as a very 
good father. 

To his four surviving 
children, myself included, he 
often would say something like: 
“T am afraid I wasn’t a very good 
father,’ and then he would go on 
to list an inventory of his 
perceived shortcomings. 

In reality, he was one of the 
best dads anyone could have. 

Dad died Feb. 28, at age 85 
and after a very short illness. 
Always setting an example for 
his kids — myself, my brother, 
Tom, and sisters JoEllen and 


Cathy — he demonstrated for us” 


in the days before his passing a 
remarkable faith in his Lord 
Jesus. 

A week = before ihe 
succumbed to old age, my 
brother and I were called to 
Provena Sacred Heart Home in 
Avilla, The nursing staff said 
Dad’s vital signs were deterio- 
rating and that we might want to 
come to be with him. 

Tom Novy (known to many 
as “Father” Tom), director of 
pastoral care at Provena, was 
with dad, alternating between 
prayer and singing what he knew 
to be my father’s favorite old 
hymns. 

We learned Dad’s blood 
pressure and oxygen level were 
extremely low; his breathing was 
labored and seemed to stop 
momentarily from time to time, 
only to resume with a heaved 
sigh. Once or twice he opened 
his eyes, but seemed to see 
nothing. 

With our wives and led by 
“Father” Tom, we joined hands 
in prayer. Another hymn was 
started, and I noticed that Dad’s 
feet were keeping time to the 
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Ora Gisel, center, with his surviving

lyrics. 

Dad had, for most of his life, 
sang in the choir at Faith United 
Methodist Church. In high 
school, he played the trumpet. 
Neither my brother Tom nor I 
inherited .his singing voice, but 
we did our best to offer up our 
praise. 

Later, Dad’s pastor, the Rev. 
Jim Toole, joined us in the 
singing. Unable to speak, Dad 
nevertheless began to hum in 
perfect pitch, his amazingly 
strong notes adding some much- 
needed harmony. 

A nurse came in a short while 
later to check Dad’s vital signs. 
She couldn’t believe that Dad’s 
blood pressure was normal, and 
his oxygen level had risen to an 
acceptable level. We had 
undoubtedly witnessed a miracu- 
lous turnaround! 

I think we all knew that the

improvement was temporary. 
Dad had stopped eating, and his 
living will precluded any 
measures to extend his life artifi- 
cially. Still, for those of us who 
witnessed his turnaround that 
night, it was proof that there is a 
power greater than ourselves. 

Dad’s life always was one of 
faith. He took us to Sunday 
school and church from birth, 
and prayers were offered before 
every meal shared at the family 
table. 

The morning I left for the 
military service in 1968, I woke 
to find my dad kneeling by my 
bed in prayer. He believed that if 
he asked, God would take care of 
me — and the rest of his children 
— no matter what. 

I was home on leave in 1970 
when my youngest brother, 
Chuck, drowned while skiing at 
Adams Lake. Dad took it hard,

but showed the rest of us that 
grief, like joy, is a part of life that 
can’t be ignored. 

The oldest son, I also was the 
black sheep of the Gisel brood. 
Through my many years of 
alcoholism, my dad _ never 
stopped loving me and — most 
importantly — never criticized 
me. He just kept the faith, 
knowing somehow that I would 
one day get my act together. 

I had to learn how to have 
faith through my recovery, a 


process that this month marks 12. © 


years of slow and sometimes 
painful growth. Dad had the faith 
all along. I think they call it “faith 
of our fathers.” 

I am just so grateful that my 
faith gets strengthened each and 
every day. I may not have a 
singing voice, but I can at least 
keep time to the music.

WATERLOO — To the kids 
of Waterloo and his fellow law 
enforcement officers, David 
Miller was known as 
“Hollywood.” 

“That is because he wore 
big, dark sunglasses, day or 
night,’ said Waterloo Town 
Marshal Ron Livergood, who 
knew Mr. Miller when 
Livergood was a deputy on the 
DeKalb County Police Depart- 
ment. 

Mr. Miller worked as a 
deputy marshal in Waterloo for 
10 years before he took a job at 
Nucor Building Systems about 
10 years ago. He died April 19 
at the age of 42 after a bout 
with cancer. 

“He had a very wry, dry 
sense of humor,” according to 
Charlie Miller of Butler, an 
older brother. Charlie Miller 
was an officer with the Butler 
Police Department, starting in 
1975, and David Miller joined 
the Waterloo Marshal’s Depart- 
ment in 1984. 

“We had identical, nickel- 
plated Colt Python pistols,” 
Charlie Miller said. His 
brother’s gun was left to him, to 
be passed on to Charlie’s ‘son, 
Benton. 

David and Charlie also 
shared a passion for speed 
boats and skiing. They had 
neighboring camping sites and 
loved to take to the waters of 
Crooked Lake. Sometimes they 
fished, - 

Among his fellow officers, 
Mr. Miller was well respected. 
Former Waterloo Marshal 
Wade Castator called Mr. 
Miller, “a pretty good fella who 
loved his job and loved his 
family. He was always talking 
about his family.”

Castator and former 
Waterloo Marshal Gary 
Warfield agreed that Mr. Miller 
loved to joke and have a good 
time but said he also was 
dedicated to serving the people 
of the community. 

“He loved to get something 
over on somebody,” Warfield 
said. Castator said Mr. Miller 
was fond of “sharing good 
stories. and a laugh.” 

Livergood recalled an 
incident when Mr. Miller was 
investigating a traffic accident 
at the intersection of Wayne 
Street and U.S. 6, involving a 
car and a semi. 

“Dave was out there, using a 
measuring wheel to take 
measurements, and he was all 
bent over, pushing the wheel on 
a very short stick,’ Livergood 
said. 

“T asked him what he was 
doing, and he said, ‘taking 
measurements, but they sure 
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put a short handle on this 
thing.’ I took it from him and 
extended the handle, and we 
both shared a good laugh,” 
Livergood said. 

Charlie Miller and his good 
friend, DeKalb County Police 
Deputy Floyd Fowler, both 
called Mr. Miller “an old-time 
lawman” in that the letter of the 
law sometimes gave way to 
“using better judgment,” 
according to the situation. 

Livergood said Mr. Miller 
took a job at Nucor, “where he 
made more money that he ever 
dreamed as a cop.’ Charlie 
Miller said his brother took his 
nickname with him, and also 
gave nicknames to a majority 
of his co-workers. 

As a cop, Castator said, Mr. 
Miller would often say: “If you 
can’t run with the big boys, 
stay on the porch,” in jest with 


. fellow officers.

Miller said his brother’s 
favorite expression came to be:

“He was found to have low 
sodium, and from. that \ they 
discovered the cancer,’ Charlie 
Miller said. 

A heavy smoker, Mr. Miller 
was successfully treated and 
went back to work around 
Thanksgiving last year. By 
Christmas, Mr. Miller was 
complaining of back aches, and 
when he went for a checkup, 
his doctor found tumors on his 
kidneys. 

“Tt just overwhelmed him,’ 
Charlie Miller said. Mr. Miller 
died at home, where he was 
being cared for by Charlie.

Abe Frost especially 
cherished children 
and animals

GARRETT — The experi- 
ence of growing up in an 
orphanage left his brothers 
bitter, but for Richard “Abe” 
Frost it was an experience that 
gave focus to his life. 

“He loved kids and thought 
that all children are special,” 
said Rita Frost, Abe’s wife and 
best friend of 49 years and 
four days. Mr. Frost died April 
19 at his home on South 
Cowen Street in Garrett. 

“He loved animals, too, and 
cherished life. He wouldn’t 
kill a fly for anything,’ Mrs. 
Frost said. “If he had his way, 
there would be 150 trees in the 
yard, because he didn’t want to 
pull up any trees that 
sprouted!” 

The Frosts always wanted 
eight children, but had only 
four. They did, however, 
unofficially foster 12 other 
children over the years, and 
opened their home to two 
Japanese exchange students. 

“We once had three kids, 
ages 2, 3 and 4, for six 
months,” Mrs. Frost recalled. 
They lived “down the street” 
and their mother was unable to 
care for them. The Frosts tried 
to adopt, she said, but the 
mother wouldn’t allow it. 

“Tt about broke Abe’s heart 
when they left,’ she said. 

Mrs. Frost said she started 
dating Abe when she was 14, 
and married him when she was 
iW 

“IT never had any other 
boyfriend,” she said with no 
small amount of pride. “We

were so close, we knew what 
each other was thinking, but 
we were a lot different, too.” 

She said Abe refused to 
argue, ever. Or with anyone. 

“T loved to argue, however, 
and I tried my best to get him 
to argue with me, but he never 
would. He said people should 
never go to bed angry, and I 
guess we didn’t. But I had 
some sleepless nights,” she 
laughed. 

Mrs. Frost said she could 
be judgmental, too. But not 
Abe. 

“He always said God 
created all people, and God 
didn’t create any junk,” she

said. “Abe could find the best 


in anyone, and that was all he 


ioe 


could see, even in ex-in-laws.” 


- Family was so important to 
her husband, Mrs. Frost. said, 


that he went so far as to find. 
other people to help mentor his, 


kids while he worked 14-hour 
days in Fort Wayne. 

“He didn’t have time to 
play catch, but he would find 
someone else to do it,’ she 
explained. He would find a 
way to get to a ball game or a 
school function, howeyer, no 
matter what. 

In addition to the children, 
Abe and>his wife surrounded 
themselves with animals. Abe 


once rescued a blind black 
squirrel, keeping it safely 
caged and fed for three years. 
The squirrel died of fright after 
a fire destroyed the upstairs of 
their home, she said, even 
though it had been rescued 
from the flames. 

Abe at one time had 150 
rabbits in the garage, which he 
would let out when he cleaned 
the garage. 

“The kids in town loved it,” 
she recalled. “It was like 
coming to a zoo.” They also 
had skunks, raccoons, pigeons 
and chickens, including a 
rooster Abe called “retarded” 
because it would crow only at 
night. 

This year on Easter Sunday, 
all of the Frost children, 
grandchildren, and the newest 
great-grandson came for a 
family gathering. It was a 
special day, Mrs. Frost said, 
something which she sees now 
as “God closing some doors” 
in preparation for what was to 
come. 

“We are a family of hugs,” 
Mrs. Frost said. “God was 
setting the stage.” 

On Tuesday after Easter, 
Abe went to bed early. He had 
lived with a heart condition 
since 1998, and had only one 
lung due to years of heavy

“We kissed each other good 
night, and we both said, ‘I love

Mrs. Browand was a wife 
for her husband, Gene, nearly 
58 years; the mother of two 
children and the grandmother 
and great-grandmother to 
eight; and, she was the 
“knight in shining armor” to 
countless homeless dogs and 
cats and other animals who 
came under her care, both 
before and after she single- 
handedly started the Noble 
County Humane Shelter in 
1971. 

Well, not exactly single- 


handedly. 
“She couldn’t find an 
address just around the 


corner,’ remarked Gene, who 
accompanied Mrs. Browand 
on countless rescues of dogs 
and cats and other animals. 
“She never had any trouble 
with an animal, either,” he 
continued. 
Mrs. 


Browand could 


befriend 
any animal, 
no matter 
how fright- 
ened or 
abused, he 
said, 
Animals 
“just 
automati- 
cally knew 
that she was OK, that she was 
a friend.” 

While she loved dogs of 
any breed, Mrs. Browand’s 
favorite was the St. Bernard. 
Over the years, she owned 
five, and her latest, Bear, 
misses Mrs. Browand nearly 
as much as Gene. 

Mrs. Browand died April 
28, after an illness of three 
years. She was 78. 

“We thought she had 
pneumonia, and it just never 
would get better,’ Browand 
said of his wife’s illness. Last 
October, his wife “really got 
sick,” and they learned she 
had cancer. 

Before her illness 
prevented her participation, 
the Humane Society honored 
Mrs. Browand by naming the

dog kennel of the shelter on 
Sherman Street the “Room of 
Hope.” 

Jennifer Getts, president of 
the shelter’s board of 
directors, explained: “Our 
hope is to get all the dogs a 
home. That was her passion, 
to get them homes and see 
that they are taken care of. 

“T hope that we can always 
live up to her ideal of what an 
animal shelter should be,” 
Getts added. 

Margaret Ewing, retired 
life page editor of The News- 
Sun, photographed hundreds 
of dogs and cats that were 
eligible for adoption at the 
humane shelter. Ewing said 


she never met a more 
dedicated person in any 
organization than Mrs. 
Browand. 


“It didn’t matter that she. 


had a job and worked hard. 
She would get off work and 
go out there and work. I 
always admired her for that,” 
Ewing said. 

Long-time shelter worker 
Sue Abbs said Mrs. Browand 
“saw the good in every animal 
ever born” and believed that 


for every homeless animal, 
there was a potential home 
somewhere. 

“She was just a wonderful 
person that loved animals, 
and especially dogs,” Abbs 
said. 

Former Kendallville 
Mayor John Riemke recalled 
Mrs. Browand as the person 
who “single-handedly took 
care of a very difficult 
situation” when there was no 
humane society and no 
shelter. Before the shelter, a 
dog catcher would confine 
dogs for a brief period in a 
kennel at the city wastewater 
treatment plant, and 
unclaimed animals were shot. 

“She didn’t want to see any 
animal destroyed,” Riemke 
said. Mrs. Browand obtained 
the use of a barn on the 
Angling Road north of 
Kendallville to house 
animals, and she knocked on 
doors all over the city to 
obtain donations for food. 

“I don’t know how she 
managed, how she got the 
funds, but she did,” Riemke 
said. “I can remember she 
would have dogs tied up all 
over, and in the barn. She just 
did not want to see them 
destroyed.”

LAKE CHARLES — Clark 
Holtzman loved a_ good 
adventure. 


And he spent his whole life 
having them — as the owner 
' of his own unique business, a 
pilot, a merchant marine, a 
motorcyclist and a member of 
the Peace Corps. 
_ Mr. Holtzman died at his 
Lake Charles home on May 
12. He was 89. 

He spent 67 years with his 
wife, Dorothy Louise Bade, 
whom he married on Aug. 11, 
1937 (Dorothy survives and 
still lives at Lake Charles). 


The Holtzmans came to 
Angola in 1951 from 
Napoleon, Ohio, to open 


Holtzman Hatchery, a business 
that provided poultry to a 
three-state area. They raised 
six children. 

“He later added the Angola 
Feed Mill, located on the west 
side of the city, across the 
tracks from the present site of 
Tri-State College (Univer- 
sity),” a life history Suzy and 
Jon wrote for their father said. 
“He and his wife operated 
Garden City Depot. He later 

‘headed Holtzman Construc- 
“tion.” 

In 1973, the Holtzmans 
decided to take their life 
together in a totally new 
direction. Though they were 
near 60, they joined the Peace 
Corps — first traveling to 
serve On assignments in Peru, 
Botswana and Sierra Leone. 
While serving with the Peace 
Corps in South America and 
Africa, Mr. Holtzman drew on 
his personal experiences to 
teach the people there such 
skills as animal husbandry and 
construction. 

“They were there in Peru 


for the big earthquake that 
happened in the ’70s or ’80s,” 
Suzy remembered. “Then they 
got through that and were 
there when the politics there 
changed ... the Peace Corps 
were all accused of being CIA 
and they were escorted out of 
the country by men holding 
machine guns.” 

Mr. Holtzman picked up a 
love of motorcycle riding 
while he was in Botswana, 
learning “to ride a motorcycle 
as transportation in the African 
bush,” his children wrote. “He 
eventually took trips to Texas, 
the Blue Ridge Parkway to 
Atlanta, and through Canada 
to Alaska.” 

“He just sold his 
motorcycle when he was 85,” 
Suzy said. 

But by bike wasn’t the only 
way Mr. Holtzman liked to 
travel. When he was young, he 
was an “enthusiastic aviator,’ 
his children wrote. Before 
moving to Angola, he owned a 
baby chick sexing operation in 
Napoleon, and would use his 
own airplane to travel to jobs 
throughout Indiana, Ohio and 
Michigan. 

“He was taught to fly by a 
barnstormer after World War II 
and regularly landed in fields 
and pastures outside of small 
towns to get assignments,” his 
children wrote. 

During World War II, Mr. 
Holtzman was a member of 
the Merchant Marines. 

As they got older, the 
Holtzmans discontinued 
working with the Peace Corps, 
but traveled to the Central 
African Republic as members 
of the Lutheran World Global 


Mission to help build a 
church, guest hotel and 
parsonage. When _ they 


returned to the states, they

joined the Mission Builders in 
northern Georgia to assist 
with the building of a 
Lutheran mission church: 

Courtesy of Jon, Mr. 
Holtzman came to know that 
he had American roots that 
traced all the way back to the 
American Revolution. 

“My dad’s uncle was a 
member of the SAR (Sons of 
the American Revolution),” 
Suzy said. “My dad never 
pursued it, but Jon’s been 
doing research since he 
retired.” 

That research turned up 
several interesting facts — Mr. 
Holtzman’s great-great-great- 
grandfather, John Deaver, 
served as a lieutenant in the 
3rd Maryland Regiment 
during the American Revolu- 
tion, participating in 
campaigns at Brunswick, 


White Plains, Philadelphia and 
Germantown. 

His great-great-grandfather, 
George Holtzman, was .a 
Baltimore militiaman during the 
War of 1812, carrying powder to 
cannons at Fort McHenry 
during the British attack. 

“It was during this attack that 
Frances Scott Key, a prisoner on 
a British ship in the harbor, 
witnessed the flag still waving 
in the morning and wrote ‘The 
Star Spangled Banner,” Jon 
wrote. 

Mr. Holtzman was also 
related to Johns Hopkins, 
founder of Johns Hopkins 
Hospital and University. 

Suzy said there will never 
be another man like her 
beloved father. 

“He was one of a dying 
breed,” she said. “A pioneer of 
sorts.”

Paul, were operating Swift's 


Funeral Home in Hamilton, 
they also doubled as the 
ambulance service. 

That was common in small 
towns; with a hearse, a funeral 
home was often the only entity 
that had the capability to help 
those in need at the scene of a 
wreck or medical emergency. 

“They had the funeral home 
here. Plus they had the 
ambulance service. They were 
all we had,” said close friend 
Polly Racy. 

But the Swifts were much 
more, and Nadine, who died 


Dec. 24, 2005, at the age of 91, 
was known in the Hamilton 
community as one who 
touched the lives of many. 

“She was such a good 
businesswoman down _ here,” 
Racy said. 

When Racy talks about her 
dear friend, for whom she 
organized a Hamilton 
memorial service that was held 
Saturday, she speaks of Paul, 
too.

WATERLOO — _ Nick-

grandmother when he was but 
an infant, Forrest A. Rudolph 
of rural Waterloo inherited a 
German love of horses and the 
woods. 

Mr. Rudolph, who died 
June 8 at his farm home on 
C.R. 35, was well-known in 
the community, participating 
in parades and giving rides in 
wagons and bobsleds pulled 
by either his Belgian horses or 
his draft ponies. 

“His world stopped for fair 
week,” said his son, Richard, of 
Waterloo. Mr. Rudolph not only 
took part in the county fair 
parade, but helped with 
demonstrations by the Cedar 
Creek Antique Tractor and 
Engine Club, threshing wheat 
and sawing lumber. He owned a 
number of antique tractors, 
including the first tractor he ever 
bought, a 1952 Farmall “‘H.” 

Mr. Rudolph’s _ great- 
grandfather, William Rudolph, 
came from Germany and 
established a sawmill where 
U.S. 30 and U.S. 33 now 
intersect northwest of Fort 
Wayne. His grandfather had a 
sawmill at Auburn Junction, 
and young “Sport” was cutting 
and skidding logs from 
DeKalb County woods at a 
young age, under the direction 
of his father, George. 

“His passion was horses,” 
said Mr. Rudolph’s wife of 
nearly 53 years, Marilyn. They 
met at the Silver Moon skating 
rink near Waterloo, and that 
led to their first date, she 
recalled. 

After 21 months in the 
Army following. the. Korean

War, the Rudolphs settled on a 
farm north of Waterloo for a 
short time, then moved to the 
Pleasant Lake area, where they 
raised a herd of dairy cows for 
some 10 years. They finally 
settled on C.R. 35, buying a 
farm from John Graham, who 
later would be the county 
sheriff, in 1968. 

Son Roger, of Corunna, and 
Richard said their dad also had 
a good sense of humor and 
loved practical jokes. One 
Halloween, while attempting a 
practical joke on a neighbor, 
“Sport” and several friends 
were “caught” by the sheriff. 
The group went to the county 
jail for a short stay, but it was 
all a set-up, with the joke on 
Mr. Rudolph. 

Mr. Rudolph also loved to 
trade knives. He would extend 
his hand with a knife tucked 
into his fist, and ask, “Do you 
want to trade knives?” 

Most often, said daughter 


Roseann, her father would 
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trade a poor-quality knife to 
the unsuspecting “victim” for 
a much better knife. He was 
well known at the auction in 
Shipshewana, where Mr. 
Rudolph transported cattle to 
the sale, and traded knives 
with the Amish as well as the 
“English.” 

“He seemed to have a 
never-ending supply of knives 
in his pocket,’ Richard said. 
Roseann said her dad’s victims 
would often give the poor- 
quality knife to a friend, to 
trade again in hopes of getting 
a better knife. 

After supporting his 
children in their high school 
sports, Mr. Rudolph continued 
to be a fan of DeKalb Baron 
basketball, baseball and girls 
softball.

ANGOLA Norris 
Richmond’s military career 
began just after his 18th 
birthday in 1943. 

Norris was drafted into the 
U.S. Army to serve in World 
War II. He was living on his 
family’s farm when he was 
called to serve. 

“They called for me as soon 
as I hit 18,’ Norris said in an 
interview with the Herald- 
Republican in the spring of 
2000. “My 18th birthday was 
Nov. 2, 1942, and they had me 
on a bus headed for basic 
training by March 3, 1943.” 

Norris, who served until July 
1945 and had been an active 
member of American Legion 
Post No. 31 in Angola since he 
joined during World War II, 
died June 25 at Lutheran 
Hospital in Fort Wayne. 

“He was a happy man,” said 
Norris’ daughter, Barb Wolf of 
Angola. “He was wonderful, 
and it was wonderful to be with 
him.” 

Norris married Barb’s 
mother, Bonita, in 1968 when 
Barb was 15. Norris and Bonita 
each brought six children into 
the marriage. Nine of the 
couple’s 12 children are still 
living. 

Although Barb and_ her 
siblings were _ technically 
Norris’ stepchildren, Barb said 
he treated them all as if they 
were his own. 

“It was comforting to have 
him,” Barb said. “He treated us 
all like we were his kids. He 
was just like, the more, the 
merrier.” 

That philosophy definitely 
came into play as Norris and 
Bonita’s children began having 
children. At last count, the 
Richmonds were the grandpar- 
ents of 25 and the great- 
grandparents of 51. 

“He loved them all, but there 


he couldn’t remember who was 
who,’ Barb said with a chuckle. 

Barb said her parents 
enjoyed a great friendship as 
well as a marriage. 

“They picked on each other 
a lot,” she said. “They both had 
a good sense of humor.” 

The Richmonds had a 
cottage on Golden Lake, and 
they enjoyed camping and 
fishing together. 

“They were hard workers, 
and they both had to have things 
just so,” Barb said. 

While he was forthcoming 
with stories about his World 
War II experience, Norris didn’t 
sugarcoat the horrors he 
witnessed. 

“There was this Italian boy 
who was standing no more than 
from me to that window,” she 
said in his 2000 interview. “He 
stuck his head up out ofa 
foxhole, and the top of his head 
got blown clean off. Those are 
horrible things to see.” 

A story that Norris shared 
with the Herald — and one 
Barb said was familiar to her as 
well — was about a case of 
severe frostbite he sustained 
while fighting at the Battle of 
the Bulge. 

“T froze my feet and legs and 
wound up laid up in the hospital 
for six months,” Norris told the 
Herald. Norris spent several 
weeks in. a tent hospital in 
France, then was shipped back 
to England to recuperate further 
before being sent back to the 
United States. 

That bout with frostbite 
effectively ended Norris’ time 
in the service. He was candid in 
his 2000 interview, admitting 
that if he hadn’t been drafted, be 
likely wouldn’t have enlisted on 
his own. 

“1 doubt I would have, 
honestly,” he said. “I was more 
or less a farm boy. I could have 
deferred, but once I started I

THURMONT, Md. — 
Shelley Sine died on July 8, 
but there is a reminder of the 
last time she was in the 
Thurmont, Md. home she 
shared with her companion 
Jim Beachley that remains. 

“Her shoes are still by the 
table where she took them off 
last, and I can’t touch them,” 
Jim said. “Everything in this 
place, she touched.” 

Jim said he feels lucky to 
have had Shelley — who he 
called his soul mate — in his 
life, although their time 
together was short. 

“T’ve met a lot of people in 
my 56 years,” he said. “She 
was the kindest, truest, 
gentlest soul I’ve ever met.” 

Shelley, a longtime 
Steuben County resident 
originally from Orland, 
succumbed to bile duct cancer 
after she was diagnosed in 
early June. The daughter of 
Wilma and Ralph Thomas of 
Orland was 50. 

Jim said Shelley started 
having chest pains in May and 
thought she had just pulled or 
twisted something while 
working in the period 
antiques store the couple had 
in Thurmont. 

The couple went to what is 
known as the 400-Mile Long 
Yard Sale, an event that 
happens each year and 
Stretches across the state of 
Kentucky, in early June. They 
had talked about making the 
trip for years, but Jim said this 
year he just told Shelley to 
pack her bags because they 
were going. 

“T knew if we talked about 
it too much, we wouldn’t go,” 
he said. 

Although Shelley _ still 
didn’t feel well, she and Jim 
had a wonderful weekend 
shopping, sight-seeing and 
riding on paddle-wheeled 
steamboats. Their trip took 
five days, and when they 
returned home, it became 
evident that something was 
seriously wrong with Shelley. 

“She tried to open our 
store the next weekend, and 
she was so ill she just couldn’t 
do it,” Jim said sadly. “T saw 
how yellow she was ... it was

all downhill from there.” 

This was a complete about 
face from a person known for 
being happy. 

“She was always a smiling, 
happy, bubbly person,” said 
her mother, Wilma. “She was 
a joy.” 

Shelley had lived in the 
Orland and Angola areas her 
entire life when she moved to 
Maryland nearly six years 
ago. She was an interior 
designer by trade, and found 
Jim, a cabinet maker who 
specializes in 18th-century 
reproductions who is also an 
expert in the consultation, 
identification and research of 
17th-, 18th- and 19th-century 
furniture, on the Internet. 

“She contacted me for 
lumber sources, and she just 
questioned me to death,” Jim 
said with a smile in his voice. 
“She was fascinated with 
what I did.” 

Jim said Shelley kept 
asking him questions long- 
distance for two or three 
weeks, and he finally asked 
her to come see him in person 
so he could take her to meet 
the people she was asking 
about and take her to dinner. 
Shelley did just that, and the 
couple met face-to-face for 
the first time in the late 
summer of 2000. 

“She was a brave, brave 
little girl,” Jim said. “She left 
all her friends, all her family, 
all her animals to move to this 
strange, new world.” 

Wilma said even after

Shelley moved to Maryland, 
she called home “at least a 
couple of times a week as a 
rule.” 

Jim and Shelley lived 
outside of Thurmont in an 
18th-century inn in a tiny 
burg called Creagerstown. 
Although they lived the 
country, Creagerstown is only 
a short distance from such 
places as Georgetown, 
Baltimore and Washington, 
D.C., which allowed Shelley 
to “get her big city fix,” Jim 
said, 

Shelley wrote a food 
column, “Everyday 
Gourmet,” for the Herald- 
Republican during the 1990s, 
and Jim said that she still 
loved to cook, eat out and go 
to wine tastings. He also 
listed movies and concerts as 
some of their favorite date 
destinations. 

“Shelley wrote an informa- 
tive cooking column that was 
very popular with our 
readers,” said Mike 
Marturello, editor of the 
Herald-Republican. We were 
sorry that the column ended, 
and were saddened by the 
news of her passing at such a 
young age in life. Shelley was 
very pleasant to work with. 
She had a way of putting a 
smile on your face.” 

Jim said that Shelley so 
enjoyed writing the food 
column that she had begun 
shopping it to newspapers in 
Maryland. 

Jim and Shelley hadn’t set 
a firm date or chosen a place 
yet, but they were planning on 
being married this summer. 
Jim said the wedding likely 
would have taken place in 
Orland. 

“We were there a lot to see 
her folks and her family,” Jim 
said. “I knew them and her 
friends well.” 

After her diagnosis, 
Shelley lived “three weeks 
plus some days,” Jim said. 
Her cancer had attacked her 
liver, and complications from 
the disease so ravaged her that 
she was never in a condition 
to undergo chemotherapy. 

Services were held for 
Shelley on July 14, and she 
was laid to rest in Greenlawn 
Cemetery, Orland. A 


memorial service was being 
held in Thurmont for Shelley 
this weekend, and late last 
week Jim was still working on 
the eulogy. 

“T could write a book about 
Shelley and how wonderful 
she was,” he said softly. “This 
is just so hard. It’s destroyed 
me. She was my life.” 

Wilma said Shelley had a 
sensitive heart. 

“If she thought someone 
didn’t like her, she’d wonder 
what she'd done,” she said. 

For Jim, even common, 
everyday things are difficult 
without Shelley by his side. 

“We couldn't even go to 
the grocery store apart,” he 
said. “I’m going to have to 
find aiidther grocery store ... 
the ones around here all have 
memories. We just finally got 
it right when we found each 
other, and we were joined at 
the hip.” : 

Jim said while he only has 
a handful of true friends, 
Shelley “collected people.” 

“She had so many friends, 
and they were all so different 
from each other,” he said. 

Jim said he had lived in his 
home for 30 years and had 
barely spoken 10 words to his 
neighbors, but that Shelley 
won them over in record time. 

“After she died, the 
daughters came through our 
courtyard here with a box full 
of pies, breads and cheeses. 
They wanted to make sure I 
was eating,” he said. “Before 
Shelley, they never would 
have cared. But she had 
collected those people.” 

Wilma said she and her 
family were blindsided by 
Shelley’s untimely passing. 

“She was way too young, 
but we don’t have a choice in 
that matter,” she said. 

Shelley died at George- 
town University Hospital in 
Washington. 

“T held her in my arms the 
whole day before she passed 
away,” Jim said quietly. “I 
was just holding her and 
kissing her, and she was 
kissing me back until about 
an hour before she passed. I 
am honored to have been that 
close to her when she left this 
earth. It is all a person can ask 
for.”

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Law firm, church deal with losses

AUBURN — They both 
died young. 

Derald Kruse was 61 and a 
partner in the law firm of 
Kruse and Kruse PC. He was 
active in his church, the 
County Line Church of God. 
He died from cancer July 30 at 
the Indiana University Medical 
Center in Indianapolis. 

Lori Ann Molin was 44, and 
she was a legal assistant at 
Kruse and Kruse. She was 
artistic and had her own 
business manufacturing 
decorative lamp shades. Also 
an interior decorator, she used 
her skills while on- the 
custodial staff at County Line 
Church of God to make sure 
the church looked good. Mrs. 
Molin died Aug. 3 at DeKalb 
Memorial Hospital in Auburn, 
also of cancer. 

Derald Kruse’s _ brother, 
attorney David Kruse, was 
Lori’s supervisor at the law 
firm. 

“She handled all my estate 
work,” David Kruse said. “You 
need to be sensitive, meeting 
with family members, and Lori 
had the compassion to work 
well with them, to make 
encouraging statements. 

“She was a very top-quality 
person, and was a Christian 
and able to share those values 
and faith in her work,” he 
added. 

David Kruse said all the 
employees of the law firm are 
going through a period of grief.

“He was 
so good at 
conflict 
resolution,’ the Rev. Kruse 
said. “People went to him for 
advice and counsel, and since 
his death, so many members 
have told me that Derald saved 
their marriages, or brought (a 
loved one) back into the church 
fold. 

“That is why our church has 
been so peaceful for so many 
years,” the pastor continued. 
“We didn’t have conflicts, 
because Derald was quick to 
find a resolution. He was a 
tremendous encourager.” 

The Rev. Kruse said Derald 
also taught Bible study. in a 
rather unique way. 

“He asked for questions, 
offered debate. He was big in

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getting people to think for 
themselves, encouraging them 
to be — like himself — 
learners,” he said. 

Mrs. Molin, Stuart Kruse 
said, was the hardest-working 
person he had ever met. 

“She had a tremendous 
work ethic and was always 
willing to lend a hand. She was 
always willing to do whatever 
she could do to help anyone or 
to help the church,” he said. 

According to the Rev, 
Kruse, Mrs. Molin viewed her 
custodial work as a way of 
“siving God excellence.” With 
her degree in interior design, 
she wanted to make sure the 
church was not only clean, but 
that it looked nice. 

Lori’s husband, Gregory, is 
disabled with a serious illness, 
and Mrs. Molin worked at two 
jobs as well as her own 
business. Still, the Rev. Kruse 
said, she had the energy to 
volunteer and lend a hand. 

“She had a real servant’s 
heart,” he said. 

Daniel Kruse, another 
brother of Derald, compared 
his brother to Jimmy Stewart in 
his role in the movie, “It’s a 
Wonderful Life.” 

“Without Derald’s impact, 
many lives would not be as 
rewarding or good. People are 
better for knowing him,” 
Daniel Kruse wrote in a tribute 
to his brother. 

Daniel Kruse offered an 
interesting observation about 
his brother. 

“You might ask, ‘Why did 
God take such a great Christian 
early?’”

He recalled Derald Kruse - 


recovering from tuberculosis, 
having a pitchfork lodged in 
his eye and surviving a head- 
on crash with a train.

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Tom Melchi remembered as generous

FREMONT — If it didn’t 
rain Friday night, Debbie 
Melchi was planning on going 
to a Fort Wayne Wizards 
baseball game. 

“T know that’s where Tom 
would have wanted to be,” she 

said brightly. 

' Debbie’s hashed Tom had 
been in failing health for a few 
years and passed away at 
home on Aug. 5. 

For more than four 
decades, Tom Melchi of 
Fremont was a familiar face at 
meat counters across Steuben 
County. 

He began his career as a 
meat cutter at Melchi’s Family 
Meat Market in Jamestown 
Township. That was followed 
by .a 21-year stint at Gay’s 


supermarkets in Angola and- 


Fremont, and nine years at the 
Orland Town Market — and 
his wife of 36 years, Debbie, 
said the job he loved afforded 
him the opportunity to make 
many friends over the years. 

“He loved his public, and 
he loved kids?’ Debbie said. 
“There wasn’t a child he’d 
pass up. He'd always give 
them a piece of bologna or a 
piece of cheese.” 

Debbie said over 700 
people came to pay. their last 
respects to her husband — and 
many of them remembered 
Tom from when they were 
children. 

“TJ couldn’t believe how 
many people came and told me 
they remembered when they’d 
be in the store and they’d get a 
hot dog or piece of bologna 
from Tom,” she said. 

Debbie and Tom met when 
Debbie was working the 
counter at Melchi’s Family 
Meat Market. She was 16 and 
Tom was 19. 

Tom had agreed to feed 
horses for a neighbor who was 
on vacation ... but failed to 
mention to anyorie that he was 
afraid of horses. He knew 
Debbie had horses of her own, 
and asked her to feed the 
horses for him. 

“He was scared 'to death of 

. horses and he needed me to do

it’ she said. “So I told him the 
least he could do was take me 
out to supper.” 

Debbie hadn’t been able to 
date before she was 16, and 
Tom was the first boy who 


took her out. Their first date . 


developed into a courtship, 
and the couple were married 
on July 10. 1970 ... Debbie’s 
18th birthday. 

“He was the first man and 
only man I ever had a date 
with,” she said. 

Debbie said Tom had joked 
that marrying her on her 
birthday meant he’d only have 
to buy her one present and one 
card that would suffice for 
both her: birthday and their 
anniversary. 

“But he never did that,” she 
said. “I always got two 


“presents and two cards.” 


The Melchis had three 
children. There oldest and 
youngest were boys, Tom Jr. 
and Billy, and the middle child 

was a daughter, Jennie (now 
Jennie Skeens). 

- “It was OK that I was the 
only girl, because then I was 
always Daddy’s little girl. He 
was kind of my protector .. 
not that my brothers were the it 
bad or anything,” Jennie said. 

Jennie said although her 
dad was a hard and dedicated 
worker, he always made time 
for her and her brothers. 

“He was real involved with 
whatever we were doing,” she 
said. “We were all involved in 
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sports, and he would never. 


miss any of our games.” 

That dedication to family 
carried over from Tom’s kids 
to his grandchildren. 

“My kids are 5 and 11. 
When they started getting 
involved in Taekwondo and 
stuff, he’d come to their 
tournaments,” Jennie said. 
“Even at the end, when it was 
hard for him, he’d come. It 
was like he just had to be 
there.” 

Debbie said her husband 
was a man who was honest 
and believed in the adage that 
the customer is always right. 

“If someone came back 


with a complaint — and I'll . 


bet in the 41 years he was a 
meat cutter there were only a 
handful — he’d do whatever 
he had-to do to make it right,” 
she said. 

For 36 years, Debbie was 
married to a “big guy with a 
heart that followed” who loved 
her and was always happy and 
cheerful. Tom’s large stature 


belied his true personality, » 


however. 

“He was a real soft person,” 
Debbie said. 

Jennie said she was always 
amazed by how many people 
knew her father. 

“We went on vacation to 
Wisconsin when I was 9 or 
10,” she said. “We were in this 
rest stop or restaufant or 
something, and this guy says 
to my dad, ‘Hey, Tom, what 
are you doing here?’ I just 
could never understand how 
people knew him everywhere 
we went.” 

Eight years ago, Tom had 
a stroke that seriously debili- 
tated the left side of his body. 
She said’ he desperately 


‘missed going to work, but 


that he filled his days with 
going to Fort Wayne Komets 
and Wizards games and 
spending time with his 
grandchildren. 

“Tom always told me he 
didn’t understand people who 
wanted to be on disability,” 
Debbie said. “He missed 
working and he missed the 
people.” 

In June 2004, Tom was 


diagnosed with end stage renal 
disease. He also had severe 
vascular disease and suffered 
from diabetes. 

A spider bite led to the 
amputation of two toes on his 
left foot in February of this 
year, followed by the amputa- 
tion of half of the foot in 
March. 

“Then the right foot started 
going,” Debbie said. “It was 
just destroying him inch by 

inch.” 


His health issues may have 
been destroying Tom’s body, 
but they never quashed his 
spirit or his desire to do things 
with his family. 

“Dad and my daughter 
Alexis had -a very special 
relationship?*. Jennie said. 
“Shortly after the amputation, 
he was out in the garage 
teaching her how to pitch a 
softball from his wheelchair.” 

Tom was a man of great 
faith. He was “saved” on April 
30 and baptized at,.home on 
May 4. 

Jennie said her parents 
taught her and her brother 
simple life lessons that Tom 
also tried to impart on his 
grandchildren. 

“He wanted us not to be 
mean to people and to treat 
them with respect,” she said. 

Tom was doing dialysis 
treatments, but the day before 
he died — a Friday — he told 
Debbie he didn’t wanf to go 
through it. 

“He said, ‘If I’m still here 
Monday, I’ll go to dialysis. If 
I’m not here, I’m walking with 
the Lord.” He died on 


Saturday,” she said. 


Debbie said early mornings 
are the hardest for her without 
Tom. 

“That was when we'd eat 


our breakfast and start our day ' 


together,” she said. “I couldn’t 
be more proud of him. I miss 
him terribly, and I always 
will.” 


Debbie said she tries to 
remind her children -and 
herself that although he was 
young, Tom lived a full life. 

“He was only 57, but he did 
more things in his life than a 
lot of men ever do,” slié said.

Thirty years ago this fall, I 
was fresh out of the U.S. Navy 
and beginning my career in 
journalism as a rookie sports- 
writer for The News-Sun, On 
short notice, the best I could 
‘do for living arrangements 
was a trailer by the railroad 
tracks in Albion. 

It wasn't long before I 
discovered that trailer life 
wasn't for me. The daily train 
whistles at 5:15 a.m. quickly 
convinced me of that. 

So I started checking the 
classified ads of The News- 
Sun for apartments in the area 
and came across one. that 
claimed to have a "homey 
cottage" on the Angling Road 
north of Kendallville. 

‘Sounding almost too good 
to be true, I had to check it out. 
To my utter surprise, the 
“cottage” turned out to be a 
converted chicken coop. 

I kid you not. 

It was a flat, one-story 
dwelling barely six feet from 
roof to floor. But being a 
height-challenged person of 5- 
foot-6, I did not consider that a 
deal-breaker. 

On the inside you would 
never suspect a chicken ever 
had called it home. It was 
immaculately clean with 
natural, wood floors and 
paneled walls. It was furnished 
with simple but functional 
furniture. 

The owners of the place 
were Charles and Dora 
LeGras, a couple in their 50s 
whose children already were 
out of the nest. We seemed to 


hit it off from the start, even 
before I asked them how much 
they wanted for it. The words 
“$125 a month” had barely left 
their lips before I said, “T'll 
take it.” 

It was the 
start of a 
beautiful 
friendship. 
Living in a 
two-story 
farm house 
just a few 
paces away, 
the 
LeGrases 
always had the welcome mat 
out for me. I wore that path

out, too, especially when the. 


aroma of Dora's home-made 
pies made its way to my 
kitchen window. ‘ 

I could not have asked for 
better landlords. Not once did 
they ever complain about the 
times I cranked up my stereo 
or the times when my noisy 
friends stayed too late. They 
didn't even complain when I, 
against their wishes, allowed a 
big ol' gray farm cat named 
Herman to come in from the 
cold. They had every right to 
complain about that after 
Herman marked his. territory 
with a foul-smelling spray in 
the corner. 

The LeGrases even felt as if 
they were imposing on me by 
asking for the rent when I was 
a little tardy. There would be a 
timid knock on the door and a 
reminder that went something 
like this: "Uh, Lynn, the rent 
was due last Monday ... but if 
you need another couple of 
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days it's OK.” 

During the recession of 
1978, they were genuinely 
reluctant to raise the rent a 
mere $10. Speaking of ’78, 
that was the year of the Great 
Blizzard. Without them, I 
might have been marooned by 
myself for days. As it turned 
out, we had a pretty good time 
riding the storm out. 

It was during some of those 
cold, desolate winter nights 
that we became family. A hot 
meal is one thing; a warm 
house is much more. 

By “warm” I mean 
“warmth” — as in the loving, 
caring warmth that family 
members have for each other. 
As the years passed I claimed 
the LeGrases as my surrogate 
parents and I think they looked 
at me as an adopted son. 

Charles and Dora 
welcomed any friend of mine 
with open arms. They were the 
kind of people who did not 
have it in them to harbor 
malice, not even for the drunk 
driver who left them with 
health issues for years. 

Even after moving to 
Bloomington in 1984, I 
continued to drop in on them 
during return visits. It was 
around Christmas last year 
when I stopped in to see them 
along with my wife, Pat, who 
they also “adopted” from the 


_ time I first introduced them in 


1981. 

We had heard that Dora’s 
health wasn't so good, but we 
wouldn’t have known it by the 
way her eyes lit up when she 


saw us. It was a truly . 


wonderful visit — lots of 
laughs about blizzards and 
cats and good times around the 
kitchen table. 

Before leaving, Charles 
took us aside and privately 
thanked us for stopping by. I 
told him it was the other way 
around, that it was us who 
should be thanking them for 
being there all those years. 

Wednesday afternoon, we 


- received one of those dreaded 


phone calls. Dora _ had 
succumbed to her long battle 
with cancer. The family 
wanted us to be one of the first 
ones to know. 

If circumstance would have 
allowed, we would have 
hopped into the car right then 
and motored all the way to 
Kendallville. We would have 
made that turn onto the 
Angling Road and driven the 
three-mile distance to that 
familiar house with the 
chicken coop in back. We 
would have loved to have 
shared some stories about . 
Dora over apple pie, coffee 
and tears. Despite her absence, 
it would have been a joyful 
gathering. Dora wouldn't have 
had it any other way. 

She might be gone, but the 
warmth she and her family 
brought to our lives will be 
there as long as that house is 
standing.

ANGOLA — Max Spangle 
was a man who wanted to 
instill a sense of tradition and 
patriotism in his family. 

“Christmas Eve was not 
just Christmas Eve in our 
family; it was also ) Mom and 
Dad’s anniversary,” said Max 
and Gloria Spangle’s daughter, 
Deb Smathers.

Strock guided tours 
of World War II 
Victory Museum

GARRETT — In his 

retirement, Keith Strock 


made almost daily trips back 
in time. 

As a volunteer at the 
World War II Victory 
Museum south of Auburn, 
Mr. Strock devoted nearly 
every day of the last four 
years to “tell of the real 
experience of World War II,” 
according to Bob Krafft, 
executive director of the 
Kruse Museums. 

“He wanted the story (of 
World War II) told, and he 
took great pride in the 
Victory Museum and _ its 
mission,” Krafft said. “He 
loved it here, and we loved 
having him here.” 

Mr. Strock, 84, of Garrett, 
died Sept. 9 as the result of 
complications. of a_ heart 
bypass procedure. He was a 
decorated Army veteran of the 
European Theater, wounded 
by a German artillery shell in 
France about six weeks after 
D-Day. 

Krafft said Mr. Strock was 
the weekly recipient of fan 
mail, e-mails and telephone 
calls from people who had 
toured the Victory Museum 
with him as their tour guide. 
One letter from a New Haven 
High School student said: 
“Thank you for making 
everything so interesting and 
memorable, and thank you for 
your service in World War II.”

museum nearly every day of 
the week, and he took pains to 
make sure groups had a tour 
guide available from the staff 
of volunteers. Often, he was 
joined by his wife, Virginia, 
also a volunteer. 

Krafft said other 
volunteers as well as the 
museum staff members are 
still in shock over thé loss of 
their friend and colleague. 

“I am so glad I had the 
opportunity to meet and know 
a guy like him,’ commented 
Kelly Bergman, former 
director of marketing for the 
Kruse Museums. 

Staffers Tammy Hantz and 
Dianne Wineland likened Mr.

“He had donated more

“I could talk baseball with 
her for hours,” Kinder said of 
Mrs. Greenwalt. “She was 
amazed at what I knew about 
baseball from her era — the 
Golden Age of baseball — and 
I was amazed to be able to talk 
to someone who had lived it 
the way she did.” 

Mrs. Greenwalt and her late 
husband, Jim, were both 
baseball fanatics who were 
profiled by KPC Media Group 
publisher Terry Housholder in 
a story he wrote in October 
2000. By then a widow, Mrs. 
Greenwalt was anticipating yet 
another World Series. 

The Greenwalts had owned 
and operated the Yankee 
Trailer Park on Big-Long Lake 
and, as the name implied, their 
favorite team was the New 
York Yankees. From 1953 to 
1979 they attended every 
World Series. 

“My husband, Jim, was a 
New York Yankee fan since the 
age of 7, when his uncle took 
him to a game in Minnesota 
where he saw Babe Ruth play,” 
Mrs. Greenwalt said in

Housholder’s story. “When 1 
married Jim, I thought I had 
better get interested in baseball 
or I'd be left out.” 

The first Series she 
witnessed was when the 
Yankees, managed by the 
legendary Casey Stengel, were 
once again on top of the world. 
A young Mickey Mantle and 
Billy Martin were the heroes of 
that series. 

“That first year, 1953, we 
drove our trailer to New Jersey, 
near Rutgers University, 
parked it and took the subway 
to Yankee Stadium,” said Mrs. 
Greenwalt. “They always had 
3,000 tickets on sale the day of 
each World Series game, so we 
spent the night on the streets 
(in the Bronx) in order to be 
among the first in line when 
the tickets went on sale. 
Someone had a barbecue and 
cooked us hamburgers. It was a 
lot of fun.” 

The Greenwalts followed 
the same routine nearly every 
year, 

“New York was my favorite 
city because we also did a lot 
of sightseeing and went to 
Broadway plays during our 
Oonce-a-year vacation at the 
World Series,’ said Mrs. 
Greenwalt. 

“We met some of the same 
people each year at the

ballparks and became good 
friends with many,” she said. 
“We started a World Series 
Bugs Club in-the early ’70s. 
There were about 16 of us and 
I was the secretary. We got 
together each year at the World 
Series and would go out to 
dinner together. The club 
lasted about 10 years. Now 
most of the members are 
gone.” 

After the first couple of 
years, Mrs. Greenwalt started 
collecting baseball memora- 
bilia of each World Series the 
couple attended. The walls of 
her garage were lined with 
playoff pennants of many 
different teams. She also had a 
collection of World Series 
tickets, programs, baseballs 
and autographs of favorite 
players and managers. Among 
them are: Mickey Mantle, 
Yogi Berra, Don Drysdale, 
Pee Wee Reese, Warren 
Spahn: Earl Weaver, Jim 
Rivera, Don’ Sutton, Steve 
Garvey. Reggie Jackson, 
Sparky Anderson, Dick 
Williams, Walt Alston, Ralph 
Houk and Tommy Lasorda, 
Housholder wrote. 

Kinder said he always sat 
with Mrs. Greenwalt at the

One 
she prized in particular was 
taken of Mrs. Greenwalt with 
the late baseball announcer 
Harry Caray, he said, 

According to Kinder, the 
future of Mrs. Greenwalt’s 
collection is uncertain. He 
would like to see his organiza- 
tion acquire all of her collected 
items.

Father remembers son with love, pride

ANGOLA Matt 
Hayward was only 18 years 
old, but he had big plans. 

The Prarie Heights High 
School senior wanted a career 
in the military. And to prepare 
for that, he signed up for the 
Army National Guard in 
August 2005 — when he was 
eae 

“He brought the papers to 


- his mother and I ... we had to 


sign them because he could be 
put in harm’s way and he was 
a minor,’ said Matt’s father, 
Michael Hayward. “I told him 
I didn’t know if I wanted to 
sign it. He was going to be 18 
that May, and he said, ‘Well, 
Dad, in May you won’t have 
to.’ I knew then that this was a 
kid who knew what he wanted 
fo do. That’s who Matt was.” 


But Matt never got to 


pursue his dream. The teen 
took automotive classes in 
Fremont during the morning 
hours, then would stop at 
home in Flint for lunch and go 
on to afternoon classes at 
Prairie Heights. On Oct. 18, 
Matt missed a stop sign at C.R. 
350N and C.R. 800W coming 
home from Fremont. His 
vehicle was struck by another 
vehicle, and Matt was killed. 

The Hayward family has 
been awestruck by _ the 
outpouring of support they 
have received from the 
community. 

“Tt’s been unbelieveable to 
me,” Michael said. 

Michael has taken comfort 
in other people’s memories of 
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Prairie Heights High School 
senior Matt Hayward. 


his son. 

“People have told me 
stories about Matt that I didn’t 
know, and I’m glad I do now,” 
he said. “It really helps to 
know that he touched so many 
people in his 18 years.” 

Michael said he will always 
remember his son’s infectious 

rin. 

“He always had it,’ he said. 
“He never didn’t have a smile 
for somebody.” 

Matt had worked at the 
Angola Rural King store for 
two years. 

“He was a very mature 
kid,’ Michael said. “He knew 
what he wanted to do, and he 
was doing it.” 

Matt had been a member of 
the Prairie Heights Panthers 
football team, but an injury 
sustained in a car accident last 
fall took him off the field. 


£.. 
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“He broke his femur,” 
Michael said. 

Nevertheless, Matt’s 
teammates still considered 
him one of them. After Matt’s 
funeral service, some of the 
PH football players presented 
Michael with the game ball 
from their last game. 

“They wanted me to know 
that Matt was still part of the 
team,’ Michael said, his voice 
breaking. 

Matt’s injury may have 
prevented him from playing 
football, but he refused to let it 
interfere with his National 
Guard duties. | 

“They had to chase him off 
the drill field when he was on 
crutches,” Michael said. “And 
when an officer came into a 
room, he’d get up and stand at 
attention, even though he 
didn’t have to.” 

Matt’s family put together a 
collage of photographs for his 
funeral services, and Michael 
said that everyone who came 
past pointed out a different 


picture as having special 
signifigance. 

“Every picture there . 
meant something to 


someone,” he said. “Some of 
the football boys were asking 
for copies.” 

Matt didn’t only have good 
friends from Prairie Heights. 
He had also made friends with 
people in his automotive class 
in Fremont and through the 
National Guard. 

“He didn’t have just one 
best friend,’ Michael said. “I 
found that out. He had lots.” 

Matt’s mother Tammy 


works on Thursday nights, and 
his two older sisters, Amanda 
and Toni, are both away at 
Manchester College. So 
Thursdays were typically 
alone time for Matt and his 
dad. 

“Thursday night was our 
night. We’d watch ‘C.S.I’ and 
‘Survivor,” Michael said. 
“And it was the time when we | 
could talk.” 

Boy Scouting was a big 
part of Matt’s life. He was very 
close to achieving the rank of 
Eagle Scout, and enjoyed 
being a mentor to younger 
scouts. 

“When they had questions, 
they’d ask Matt. He took the 
younger ones under his wing 
and said, ‘Here, I'll show you 
how.’ He was a real giving kid 
in all aspects,” Michael said. 

Matt’s generous nature 
came out in a variety of 
different ways. 

“One day a girl at school 
was crying; she was having a 
bad day,” Michael said. “My 
son went out and bought her a 
dozen roses. 

“Then there was the time a 
freshman was going to get his 
varsity jacket, but he wasn’t 
sure what size to get. Matt let 
him wear his jacket half the 
day so he could get a feel for 
it 

Losing Matt has left a huge 
hole in Michael’s life. 

“He was the baby and our 


‘only boy,” he said. “It still 


hurts. It’s still so hard. But 
we’ve been told the best thing 
we can do is talk about 
Matthew. And we do.”

Mr. Edwards had been 
diagnosed with a form of 
blood cancer, Holly Edwards 
said, He anticipated being in 
the hospital for a month, with 
another four weeks to be spent 
in Indianapolis so he could 
have daily checkups.

Mrs. Edwards said. The donor 
was a sister. He immediately 
began producing red and white 
blood cells and platelets, she 
explained, - 

He also developed a graft- 
host disease, not uncommon 
for someone undergoing such” 
a procedure, A mild form is an 
indication that the procedure is 
working. Her husband had 
stage one of the disease, with 
an infection in his mouth. He 
then developed stage two on 
his skin. 

“It was like he had had a 


en, 
unexpectedly, he developed 
the disease in his stomach. It 
ate away the lining of his 
stomach and intestines, then 
moved to his liver, which was 
destroyed. 

Mr. Edwards died without 
ever leaving the hospital. 

Throughout his illness, Mr. 
Edwards never lost his positive 
attitude, his wife said, After 
all, Mark Edwards was a 
strong and healthy man; he 
didn’t smoke or drink. A crew 
of East Noble athletes who 
joined her son, Keanan, in 
baling hay one past summer 
couldn't keep up with Mr. 
Edwards. 

Mark lost one leg in a 
farming accident when he was 
7 years old, but he did

‘Dad liked to light up the 
neighborhood with his outdoor 
lights,” Rod said with a smile:

Gene was a radio operator 
for the Army 101st Airborne. 

“So he was a prime target,” 
Barb said. “It was probably a 
pretty scary thing.”

“He was home on leave and 
we were at a New Year’s Eve 
party,’ Barb said. “We were at 
a friend’s lake cottage.” 

Shortly after they met on 
New Year’s Eve 1969, Gene 
had to go back to Colorado 
where he was stationed. He 
returned home the following 
March, and Barb was waiting 
for him. They were married on 
Sept. 4, 1971. 

The first thing Barb noticed 
about Gene was his quiet 
demeanor.

Quiet man spread sobriety | 
Family, friends found wisdom in Shelby Miller

KENDALLVILLE — To 
members of the Alcoholics 
Anonymous community in 
northeastern Indiana, Shelby 
Miller was an “old-timer.” 
He had been sober 23 years 
when he died Nov. 25 at his 
home in Kendallville. 

Much more than a 
recovered alcoholic, at only 
66 he was not old by today’s 
standards. In that he was 
wise, patient and respectful 
and had raised a family of 
five successful and well- 
liked children, he was a 
seasoned veteran of a life 
well-lived. 

To his wife, Barbara (also 
known as Joni, BJ or — to 
Shelby — “the old lady’), he 
was “good, hard-working 
and caring. He was my best 
friend, my better-half;’ Mrs. 
Miller said. 

“He was a quiet, private 
man who felt flowery words 
were unnecessary, that his 
actions should show his 
feelings,’ she added. Mrs. 
Miller considered her 
husband a survivor, since he 
had made it through 
appendicitis, heart surgery 
and alcoholism. Through 
tears, she said, “But, he 
couldn’t beat cancer.” 

Mrs. Miller said her 
husband always said that 
“everyone dies, but not 
before their time.” When his 
time came, Mr. Miller 
accepted the inevitable, as he 
had learned in his recovery 
from alcoholism that he 
must do. (In the Big Book of 
Alcoholics . . Anonymous, 
alcoholics are told: 
“Acceptance is the answer to 
all my problems today” and 
that people are powerless 
over other people, and the 
events of life.)

“He never lifted a finger 
to me,” she continued. “He 
left the dirty. work to Mom! 
Dad just didn’t have it in 
him.” 

Better known as “Mandy” 
and to her dad as “the dark- 
haired stepchild,’ (her 
siblings were all towheads, 
she explained) Amanda 
Miller recalled a summer’s 
day spent with her father on 
Adams Lake, where she 
drove the family speedboat 
until it ran out of gas.

ANGOLA — Eleanor Gladys Watts 
was feisty from a young age. 

“Her name was Eleanor Gladys, but 
she hated it?’ said her daughter, Jan 
Wilson.

And she did. No one, Jan said, ever 
called Ginger Watts by her given name. 

“She'd tell people her name was 
Eleanor G., but that she liked to be 
called Ginger,” Jan said. “Everyone just 
assumed Ginger was her middle name, 
but it wasn’t.” 

Changing her name to suit her wasn’t 
the last thing Ginger Morley Black did 
because it was what she wanted to do. 
She was a strong, independent woman 
who loved her family and friends 
fiercely. She wasn’t afraid of hard work 
and she welcomed a challenge. 

She lived her life on her own terms. 

After a very busy, full 85 years, 
Ginger Morley Black passed away on 
Novy. 20. 

Jan smiled when she described her 
mother. 
' “She was five feet tall. She always 
had jet-black hair that was piled on top 
of her head, and she always wore long, 
dangly earrings,’ she said.

“She and Blackie went to Alaska and 
they came here to visit,’ Ginger said. 

Ginger adored Jan and Mac’s three 
children, and became a_ doting 
grandmother to them.

Volunteer of the Year Award in 
March. In making the presenta- 
tion, Robin Tuttle, executive 
director, said, “Jim apologizes 
if he is not able to participate in

He spent 
the last five weeks in hospice 
care, surrounded with loving 
care from family, friends, 
neighbors and his church 
family. 

Worship was a big part of his 
life and he was drawn to music 
and performed with the 
LaGrange First United 
Methodist Church choir. He 
was also a member of the 
LaGrange County Community 
Choir and. performed with 
People to People Choir tours 
through Europe in 1973, 1983 
and 1985. 
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LaGrange First United 

Methodist Church director of 
music Donna Knight, recounts 
the meaningful funeral service 
held Thursday, Dec. 7, for Mr. 
McKibben: “The choir had his 
robe and stole placed on “his” 
chair. After singing “Precious 
Lord, Take My Hand” a 
recording of his all-time 
favorite choir anthem “Joy in 
the Morning” was played. This 
recording was from the last 
time the choir sang it for a 
morning worship service in 
which ‘both Jim and his wife, 
Virginia, were singing: The 
week before Thanksgiving, 
while Jim was in Parkview 
LaGrange Hospital, the choir 
went to his bedside and sang 
this anthem to him. He sang his 
bass part right along with them 
(with no music), never missing 
a note! 
‘ “To close the service, the 
choir had been requested to 
sing “Fly Away Medley” 
because it ended with “When 
the Saints Go Marching In.” 
His fellow choir members 
concluded quickly that Jim 
immediately went into those 
pearly gates and began dancing 
with St. Peter to “When the 
Saints Go Marching In.’

Howard Bates was comfortable working behind the

AUBURN — “Howard was a classic, 
an icon and a well-respected member of 
the community and of our museum.” 

Sharon Fouke, program support 
manager of the Auburn Cord Duesen- 
berg Museum, spoke those words at the 
funeral of Howard A. Bates, 96, who 
died Nov. 22 at Betz Nursing Home in 
Auburn. 

Fouke recalled being welcomed to 
the museum by Mr. Bates, who had been 
an engineer with the Auburn Automobile 
Co. from 1931 to 1936. He was a 
docent, guiding visitors on tours of the 
museum, where he was a_ lifetime 
member. 

“He calmly took me on a walk 
through (the muscum) and helped me 
feel connected and welcome.” Fouke 
said. “(He) was a mentor to many and 
spent numerous hours giving tours.” 

Both Mr. Bates and Fouke were 
graduates of Tri-State University. Mr. 
Bates earned his diploma in 1931, when 
the Angola institution was still a college. 

“The year was 1931, and it was the 
middle of the Great Depression,” said 
Mr. Bates’ daughter, Nancy. “It was 
difficult to find work, and dad was 
grateful to be able to get his first job at 
the Auburn Automobile Co., driving cars 
off the assembly line and performing 
test drives for 19 cents an hour,” she 
said. 

Eventually, Mr. Bates was promoted 
to the engineering department, where he 
made $125 a month, “A fine wage for 
the early 1930s,” his daughter said. 

In 1936, Mr. Bates left Auburn 
Automobile Co. for International 
Harvester in Fort Wayne, where he 
worked for the next 39 years. He met 
and married Ellen McNabb in 1955. 

“Dad had my brother, Bill, and 
myself late in life, but it was often an 
advantage to have an older dad,” Nancy 
Bates said. She said her father didn’t 
express a lot of emotion, but “He would 
have done anything for his family.” He 
often told his daughter that marriage and 
' having a family was the best thing that 
| ever happened to 

Mr. Bates was born and raised in 
Michigan. His father was a family 
doctor. 

“My father was a very reserved man 
and one that didn’t reminisce about his 
upbringing, or childhood memories,” his 
daughter said. “Those that he did share 
revolved around his family and boyhood 
activities. It was fascinating to hear 
about how things were back then,” she 
said, adding that her family passes those 
memories down to future generations. 

One such memory was of when Mr. 
Bates lost his left index finger at the age 
of 9, his daughter said. 

“He was helping change a wheel on a 
water wagon; the horse spooked and the 
wheel dropped on his finger,” she said.

Mr. Bates” father amputated the finger, 
but did so above the joint because he 
knew Howard was mechanically 
inclined and would need the joint for 
gripping. 

A more recent memory of her father 
originated was when he was 83, Nancy 
Bates recalled. The family had gathered 
at Mr. Bates’ lake cottage, and Mr. Bates 
wanted to go swimming. 

“He couldn't find his swimming 
trunks, and the only suit available was 
my mother’s one-piece bathing suit,” she 
said. “Dad got into her suit and ran off 
the dock and dived into the lake. 

“My nieces and my brother were 
somewhat horrified.” she added. 

Despite retiring in 1975, Mr. Bates 
never really retired, Nancy Bates said. 

“Dad didn’t have any hobbies, but he 
was always busy tinkering and working 
on some project around the house or at 
the lake.’ She said, adding that. her 
fathernever lost his sharp thinking or his 
wit. 

Mr. Bates went to The Masters golf 
tournament in 2004 for his 94th 
birthday. He learned to use a computer 
for e-mail and solitaire. 

“When I think of my father, I think of 
the word ‘gentleman’ in how he carried 
himself, how he dressed, how he spoke 
and how he treated others. [ never heard 
my dad complain about a bad boss, or 
make a mean-spirited statement.” Nancy 
Bates said. 

“My dad was faithful, dedicated and 
he persevered, whether he was battling 
cancer, 69-plus years of perfect 
attendance as a Lion’s Club member, . . 
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or attending every school function when 
we were kids,” she added. 

She said her father was home for 
every evening meal, and used every one 
of his vacation days to spend with his 
family. 

Yet, she said, her father shunned the 
spotlight and didn’t care for fancy dress, 
mannerisms or food. 

“He was a real meat-and-potatoes 
person,” she said. 

“Dad was a doer, someone that was 
very comfortable working behind the 
scenes, making things happen. He 
worked at the Lions fair booth and had a 
leadership role in the Lions hearing 
program, and devoted hours to the 
museum.” 

Fouke commended Mr. Bates’ love 
for his wife. 

“Just a few days before he passed 
away.” she said, “he was sitting in the 
commons area at the nursing home with 
other residents when Ellen came up in 
her kelly-green shirt. 

“He looked at the other female 
residents, and then up at Ellen, and told 
her that she was just beautiful. It seems 
rare when you hear someone talk about 
their spouse with such love and admira- 
tion. 

“She was his wife, his nurse, the 
mother of his children and his friend, but 
there was something more, something 
deep that I think very few people are 
lucky enough to feel,” Fouke said. 

“Howard was blessed, and he knew 
it. It didn’t seem that he took it for 
granted, but knew how to appreciate it. 

“Howard,” she said, was “a Duesy.~
